Correspondent Tells of Siege of 
Ghent Waged By the Germans 


BY WILLIAM G. SHEPHERD. 


(U . P. Staff Correspondent.) 


Ghent, Sept. 2, (by courier and 
mail to New York)— There is no oth­ 
er way to get to Ghent but by the Red 
Cross train, and the doctor told me 
to climb in. 
Ghent was 
four miles 
away. 


Four miles hack the German artil­ 
lery was booming. 
German 
shells 
were smashing buildings in Malines; 
they had wrecked the Cathedral al­ 
ter, entering through the great win­ 
dows; houses and homes were going 
down at every deep booming 
sound 
that reached our ears. 
And in this 
Red Cross train were all the patients 
who had been in the hospitals at Ma- 
lines, 250 of them. 


“We had to take them 
out’’ 
ex­ 
plained 
the doteor, 
“because 
the 
shells were flying around the building. 
It’s probably blown lip by this time.” 


“We were standing in a long 
car 


011 the sides of which where two lay­ 
ers of shelves made 
of 
stretchers 
hung on steel arms. 
The engine was moving very slowly 
because the doctor explained, there 
were some wounded soldiers on the 
train who shrieked with pain at every 
swaying motion of the cars. 
“But there’s a nice great big hos­ 
pital waiting for them at Ghent,” the 
doctor said, “and we’ll fix them up all 
right.” 
“We walked through the car and 
across the platforms to the next car. 
The doctor pointed his finger toward 
an upper stretcher in a cornor. 
“Dead”, he said. 
I looked and saw nothing hut a 
sheet covering a form that swayed 
gruesomely. 
“It’s soldier who was shot through 
the head. 
He was dying this after­ 
noon,” the doctor continued, “but we 
brought him along. 
I suppose mov­ 
ing h a s killed him, but what were we 
to do? 
We couldn’t stay at Ma~ 
lines.” 
He showed me another 
wounded 
soldier who was nearly gone. 
There 
were great bandages about his chest. 
“8 hot through the lungs” explain­ 
ed the doctor. 
“Those nurses are 
trying to stop the pain for him and 
let him out easy. 
They’ll probably 
give him too much, hut he can’t live 
anyway.” 
When we reached Ghent two hours 
later there was a sheet over him. 
For him, the greatest war in history 
of the world had ended during the 
ride on the train. 
There were not 
many wounded soldiers. 
Most, of 
them had been shot in the hands or 
arm. 
“Look here, America!” a soldier 
on a nearby stretcher called to me. 
He held up an odd looking bag. 
“ I took that from the tin hat of a 
dead Gorman officer. 
‘L 83’ it says 
on it. 
1 suppose it was his regiment. 
I took the helmet covering in my 
hand and examined it. 
“The Germans wear those on their 
helmets to hide the shine” 
said the 
soldier. “Wouldn’t take a thousand 
hits for that ‘scalp’ ” 
“What do you know about ‘hits’?” 
“Lived in ’Frisco before the quake” 
he said. 
Then lie told me why all the injured 
seemed to be only slightly hurt. 
“It’s because it’s only the fellows 
who can get away without help that 
are able to escape. 
We had to leave 
our wounded on the field. 
I’ve had 
some who were only shot in the feet 
beg me to kill them as we retreated, 
to save them from the G e r m a n s . You 
ean’t use your revolver on a comrade. 
The only thing we could do w a s to 
stick our fingers in our ears and keep 
on going, hoping that the Germans 
would come soon and make it easier 
for them. That i s why the people are 
saying that our men and the French 
are only slightly wounded. 
If you’re 
hurt so you can’t 
move 
yourself, 
you’re through—dead.” 
The next ten care of the train were 
piled with old men and women. Some 
of them were incredibly old and bent. 
They came from the home of 
old 


fo lk s at Malines and a nurse pointed 
out one woman who was more than 
100 years old, and who had been 
alive when Napoleon’s conquest of 
Europe was slipping away from him. 
These old folks, who 
years before, 
had quit their work and had found a 
quiet, peaceful corner in beautiful 
Malines in which td die, were being 


dragged away by the Red Cross to 
save them from German shells, the 
few short days of their ending lives. 
We drew into Ghent late in the 
evening. 
Soldiers nad nurses took 
the helpless 
humans from the ears 
and started them in autos and rigs 
of all sorts for the Ghent hospital. 
They lifted down the two white sheet­ 
ed forms and a black wagon took 
them away. 
Even while this was being done 
and while the old folks waiting 
in 
wheel 
chairs 
were chattering 
like 
children about the Prussian war in 


1870, the citizens 
of 
Ghent 
were 
crowding the depot, trying to get 
away from the city because they had 
heard that the Germans were coming. 


“There’s panic everywhere” said a 
would-be fugitive. 
“I can’t find any 
place to live.” 
“And I can’t find any place to die” 
chattered an old woman.
